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Locals eye 
Korean 
election

LINDA VISTA — Roh Tae Woo’s 
two leading opponents in South Korea’s 
Dec. 16 election defeated themselves by 
failing to unite, said local Koreans and 
former missionaries to that country. 

Last summer Kim Dae Jung and Kim 
Young Sam promised to agree on which 
one would oppose Roh, who was named 
by President Chun Doo Hwan to succeed 
him: ui South —orea-s “first free 
presidential race in 16 years. 

Breaking their pledge led to splitting 
the opposition vote, which resulted in 
Roh’s winning 37 percent, Kim Young 
Sam 27 percent and Kim Dae Jung 26 
percent. Two other candidates split the 
remaining 10 percent of the votes. 

Those interviewed by the Southern Cross 
agreed that the two Kims jeopardized the 
opportunity to rid their country of the 
military rule established by Chun who 
gained power in a 1980 military coup. 

Why didn’t they unite? Because of their 
“arrogance and ambition for power,” 
said Columban Father Desmond 
Maguire, chaplain to the local Catholic 
Korean comunity and associate pastor at 
Holy Family parish, San Diego. He 
served as a missionary in South Korea’s 
Kwangju and Chejudo provinces from 
1956 to 1980. 

Columban Father Francis Holecek and 
Thomas Ha said that the two candidates’

Bishops may review AIDS statement at meeting

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Catholic bishops, divided over a 
statement on AIDS issued by their 
Administrative Board in mid-December, 
may review the document when they hold 
their next general meeting at the end of 
June. 

The chief point of controversy was a 
reference in the statement to condom 
information in public education 
campaigns against AIDS, acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome. The 
statement said that while not condoning 
either contraception or non-marital sex, 
the church could tolerate the inclusion of 
accurate information about prophylactics 
in public education programs about 
AIDS. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher of San Diego 
said he would welcome such a review and 
a revision of the part of the statement that 
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deals with information on condoms in 
AIDS educational programs. 

‘“‘That part of the statement is vague 
and obscure and not worthy of our 
attention,’’ he said. 

The ambiguity arises because the 
statement is unclear as to what audience 
such educational programs are aimed, 
Bishop Maher said. He thought the 
bishops who issued the statement were 
aiming such educational programs 
outside Catholic or church audiences, but 
it was not clear in the statement, he 
added. 

Bishop Maher said he would like to see 
that section deleted. ‘‘Let the public 
sector follow what Dr. C. Everett Koop 
(the U.S. Surgeon General) is saying 
about the prevention of AIDS. I don’t see 
why we should be involved’’ in that 
aspect of the AIDS issue. 

Bishop Maher said, “*The rest of the 
statement was very encouraging.”’ It 
encouraged people in the church to assist 


AIDS patients and their families in every 
way, he said. 

The statement, ‘“The Many Faces of 
AIDS: A Gospel Response,’’ was issued 
Dec. 11 by the 50-member administrative 
committee of the U.S: Catholic 
Conference. It addressed facts about 
AIDS, prevention of the disease and 
appropriate medical and pastoral care and 
Catholic response to AIDS patients, their 
loved ones and those with related viruses 
as well as high-risk groups. 

Bishop Maher said after further 
reflecting on the statement his response 
was the celebration of a Mass for AIDS 
patients and their families Dec. 27 at St. 
Joseph Cathedral, San Diego, and the 
announcement at that Mass that the 
diocese will establish Josue House, a 
home-care facility for AIDS patients 
expected to open in March. 

The plan for a possible review of the 
board statement by all the country’s 
bishops was announced in a private letter 


to them Dec. 17 by Archbishop John L. 
May of St. Louis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and U.S. Catholic Conference. 

In the letter Archbishop May said the 
statement ‘‘needs to be discussed in 
greater depth by the membership (of the 
bishops’ conference). We might all 
benefit from a more complete review of 
the matter. I suggest that our meeting in 
June might include a full discussion. ... 
We might then be able to agree on certain 
propositions which could be the basis for 
clear conference policy.”’ 

The Dec. 17 letter or its contents were 
not revealed, however, until the 
communications office of the Archdiocese 
of New York quoted extensively from it in 
a news release Dec. 28 intended to give 


journalists ‘‘further clarification and 
understanding’’ about the AIDS 
statement.

One Decl = 19875 they 750 bishops on the 
Administrative Committee of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference issued a 30-page statement entitled ‘’The 
Many Faces of AIDS: A Gospel Response.”’ 

Immediately upon the statement’s 
nationwide uproar and reaction occurred, specifically in 
light of the statement’s teaching on education about 
prophylactic devices. (The statement itself does not use 
the terminology of condom.) 

Because of the obvious moral and _ pastoral 
ramifications of the statement and the reactions, a careful 
analysis is necessary. 

First: We should not losé sight of the fact that the 
statement is making extremely important observations 
and recommendations about AIDS/ARC. 

In the subsequent controversy, the positive ‘and 
significant teachings of the statement have gotten lost to 
some degree. 

Positively, e.g., the statement outlines carefully the 
magnitude of the problem, the specific ways which the 
disease is most commonly communicated and the fears 
and prejudices which most often accompany the disease. 

In dealing with the specifics of these various points, the 
statement urges all Catholics to respond to this disease 
and suffering as Jesus would: with love and compassion,

Second: Why the critical reaction? There seems to be 
three major reasons: - 


(1) The Administrative Committee issued the full 


| statement without the prior review of the entire body of 

Catholic bishops. : 

(2) The statement tolerates education about the use of 
prophylactic devices because of the pluralistic society in 
which we live. 

(3) The statement uses the traditional Thomistic 


| principle of the lesser of two evils to provide a basis for its

tolerance of education about condoms. Some maintain 
_ that the Thomistic principle is being used in an 
ambiguous manner. 

Third: In light of these critical observations, what 
might we conclude? . 

(1) The statement certainly does not promote the use of 
prophylactic devices, nor does it support campaigns 
which urge the use of such devices to prevent transmission 

of the disease. f 
_ (2) The statement is very critical of those who urge 

_. “safe sex’’ practices. The statement understands this 

_ “safe sex’? mentality as misleading and false, and 

| strongly “upholds abstinence, monogamy and_ the 
avoidance of intravenous drug use. 

(3) It is ambiguous in its use of the Thomistic principle. 
The statement reaches the conclusion (e.g., in the section, 

_ “The Prevention of AIDS,’’) that in certain contexts it is 
permissible to' tolerate instruction about condoms in 

_ educational programs, as long as these programs address 

_ the full moral reality of the church’s teachings on 
sexuality. 

This ‘‘toleration’’ is the lesser evil. The ambiguity 
arises in not clarifying carefully the ‘‘greater evil’”’: e.g., 

is the worse evil that: 

* Some will not follow the church’s teachings about the 
unethical use of condoms and thus will die if they do not 

‘prevent the transmission of the disease? 
| ® Many will be taught about the use of condoms in our 
pluralistic society; thus it is better that they learn about 
_ this in a proper Christian and Catholic context of 
morality? 
The pastoral problems are obvious: 
First, toleration of condom education will lead many to 
conclude that the church is approving the use of 
| contraceptives, including condoms. 
Second, toleration of condom education could lead to 
_ the conclusions that there is no hope of combatting 
_ AIDS/ARC, and “‘being safe’’ is the only option. 
Third, the controversy over this point should not lead 
us to think that the church is being callous about the 
AIDS epidemic. 

This statement is dealing with AIDS as a significant 
moral, pastoral and health issue. 

At a time in this country when many brand AIDS 
_ patients as ‘‘victims’’ of their own sexual and/or drug 

addictions, it is critical to remember that this statement of 

the Administrative Board of the USCC is calling us to a 
| Gospel response: AIDS is not a crime and the attempt to 
cope with it is not a war.

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Pray for political process 


This year of Our Lord, 1988, happens also to be a 


federal election year in the United States, and it promises: 


to be very exciting. 

We Americans tend to consider our two-party system 
as standing head and shoulders above the multipartied 
parliamentary system, and infinitely superior to the one- 
party Marxist-Leninist countries. One part of this 
statment is false, but the latter judgment seems valid. 

The parliamentary system is not only older than the 
congressional system, it is more truly democratic. It 
allows a multitude of parties that more accurately 
represent distinctly different views. These parties then 
group into coalitions in which each group can work to find 
an accommodation of their fundamental political beliefs. 

Third parties have never fared well in the United 
States. In fact, in modern times, we have only one 
political party in the true sense of the term, and that is the 
Republican Party, the GOP. : 

The Democratic Party, since the time of FDR, has 
been a coalition that is put together before the election, 
rather than after it. Roosevelt was able to blend the 
interests’ of labor, ethnic groups, Catholic voters, the 
South, large urban areas and a few other large groups of 
voters into an otherwise unwieldy coalition. ‘ 

He promised, and delivered, a certain amount of the 
issues that were important to the various interests, while 


“making sure that they accepted the compromises. What a 


consummate politician he was; No one group got 
everything they wanted by a long shot, but each received 
enough to keep them in the party. 

Truman inherited this ability, and Carter ‘was 
beginning to understand it, but the modern Democratic 
professionals are unable to handle. it. Catholics have 
drifted into the GOP in surprising numbers, as have 
blacks and Hispanics. The ‘‘solid South’’ has many 
Republican elected officials. 

No matter who wins the Democratic nomination, he (or 
she) will have to rebuild this coalition. There is no other

way of winning. But I have yet to hear any of the 
candidates make any effort whatsoever to address the 
issues that interest Catholic voters as a group. 

The present crop of hopefuls with their hats in the ring 
leaves much to be desired. Depending on the outcome of 
crucial primaries in Iowa, New Hampshire and the 
South’s ‘‘Super Tuesday,”’ a front-runner may emerge. 
Somehow, I doubt it. He would have to win convincingly 
in all three primaries and the best polls show no trends in 
that direction. : 

We will probably have a ‘‘brokered’’ convention with 
the traditional ‘‘smoke-filled back rooms’? determining 
the candidate. His (or her) name probably hasn’t even 
been mentioned prominently, at this time, in this-matter. 

The Republican Party will have a well-organized 
convention with enough colorful primaries to deserve 
extensive TV coverage, and they will present a united 
front and a well-financed campaign. If they win, they will 


have deserved it, and we will be in for another four years ~ 


of mediocrity. 

The Catholic Church, as an organized religious body, 
must stay out of politics, unless there is a clear and present 
moral urgency. In that case, the church should address 
only the moral issues. The separation of church and state 
in America is too precious to be compromised. 

However, there are many issues that interest us as 
American Catholics, many of which we share with other 
Americans — issues of life and death, war and peace, 
justice‘and poverty, federal deficits and trade imbalances. 
- In this Year of Grace, 1988, we should take a lively 
interest in politics and pray fervently for the American’ 
political process and those involved in making it work,

Leo T. Maher offered Sunday in 
San Diego’s first Mass dedicated 
to persons afflicted with AIDS. 
That concern found concrete ex- 
pression in the bishop's an- 
nouncement of the diocese’s 
plans for a home-care facility 
and counseling program for AIDS 
patients.

Mother Teresa’s 
nuns Tijuana-bound

LA JOLLA — Four of Mother 
Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity are 
expected to arrive in Tijuana, Mexico, 
next month to work among the poor of 
that city. 

Dr. Anita Figueredo, a co-worker of 
Mother Teresa and regional link for this 
group, said she has tried to obtain the 
services of the missionaries in the San 
Diego-Tijuana area for over 20 years. 
‘I’m delighted they’re finally coming,”’ 
she said. 

It started in 1960 when the physician 
met Mother Teresa who was visiting San 
Diego. Every two years she has met with 
the world-famous nun and requested her 
Sisters to minister among  ‘Tijuana’s 
impoverished residents. She also 
delivered letters from Bishop Emilio 
Berlie of Tijuana and his predecessor, 


call from Sister Monica, regional superior 
for the Missionaries of Charity Sisters 
throughout the western United States and 
Latin America. 

The superior asked Figueredo to 
arrange a tour of Tijuana. Their first 
sight of the city made them feel at home, 
the physician said.

She believes that Father Joseph 
Langford, a Missionary of Charity priest 
from San Diego who is stationed in the 
Bronx, N.Y., influenced Mother Teresa’s 
decision.

‘Broadcast News’ is a likable comedy

Broadcast News is a likable romantic 
comedy that centers on the morals and 
ambitions of young, upwardly mobile 
professionals trying to make their way in 
the worldofnetworkjournalism. 
~ At the story’s center is Jane Craig (Holly 
Hunter), a producer in the Washington 
bureau of a television network that bears 
some resemblance to CBS. Her colleague 
and best friend is Aaron Altu.an (Albert 
Brooks), a top-notch, award-winning 
reporter who yearns to become a network 
anchorman. 

Complicating their lives is Tom Grunick 
(William Hurt), a personable newcomer at 
the bureau who comes across convincingly 
on the tube as he reads the teleprompter 
texts of stories he barely understands and 
couldn’t possibly write. Charming in his 
seemingly unassuming, country-boy 
manner, he is confident that he can make 
the grade asnetwork anchor. 

Though Tom represents everything 
Jane’s professional journalistic standards 
reject, she is attracted to him, as are the rest 
ofthe women in his wake. When she finally 
succumbs to his charm and agrees to spend 
the night with him, she finds Aaron needs 
her more after making a disastrous test in 
the anchor slot. However, Jane is furious 
that Tom agrees and calls off their 
rendevous. 

The conclusion is precipitated by the 
network’s firing many of its Washington 
bureau staff as an economy measure. 
Aaron is resigned to the fact that he will 
never make a network anchor and goes off 
to try alocal station out West. Tomis sent to 
the network’s London bureau as part of his 
groaomingta became the network anchor. 

Jane is promoted to the bureau’s 
managing editor position and has a final 
moral dilemma when Tom invites her to 
share a week’s vacation with him on a 
Caribbean island. Her ultimate decision is 
consistent with her professional code of 
ethics. 

Written, produced and directed by 
James L. Brooks, the comedy plays very 
well, partly because the situations are well 
conceived and the characters defined 
enough to care about. The movie opens 
with a thumbnail picture of the trio as 
youngsters which seems awkward at the 
start but which gains in resonance as the 
movie progresses. 

Aaron, the oldest, is shown graduating 
from high school, an overachiever roundly 
hated by hisclassmates. Tom isin grammar 
school, where his bad grades are helped by 
sympathetic women teachers, while Jane is 
a precocious little girl obsessed with the 
precise use of words. 

The interaction between the three is a 
pleasure to watch, with Brooks making a 
gruff teddy bear, Hurt conveying the 
smooth superficiality of the calculating self- 
promoter, and Hunter winning sympathy 
as the perfectionist who demands most 
from herself and who cares more about her 
jobthan her personal relationships. 

Hunter’s performance compensates for 
the character’s vulnerability by affecting a 
tough exterior, talking out of the corner of 
her mouth in traditional hard-boiled 
journalistic style. She is also given to 
moments of sobbing aloud when she is 
alone, then composing herself and going 
about her business. It isatelling picture ofa 
modern woman, gamely struggling to be an 
independent person in spite of the penalties 
attachedto such astatus. 

The comedy also succeeds on the level of 
the depiction of a news bureau which is 
done with enough realistic veneer, yet with 
a controlled satiric thrust that outdoes the 
wild exaggerations of the film ‘‘Network.”’ 
Judy becomes the movie’s mouthpiece in 
criticizing television news as being more 
concerned with the image and its packaging 
than withthe newsstory itself. 

The result is a romantic comedy that is 
both funny and worthwhile. However, the

Moonstruck is a romantic comedy set in 
an Italian-American neighborhood in 
Brooklyn. It is filled with ethnic flavoring 
and extravagant emotions in conveying its 
theme ofthe overpowering nature oflove. 

Cher stars as a no-nonsense widow 
earning her living as a certified public 
accountant, one of whose clients (Danny 
Aiello) is a fastidious bachelor who 
proposes marriage. Though no great prize, 
she accepts because ofher guilt feelings over 
her first marriage that was doomed by 
being performedoutside the church. 

The prospective groom departs to visit 
his dying mother in Sicily and tells his 
bride-to-be to make peace with his 
alienated brother (Nicolas Cage) by 
inviting him to their wedding. When she 
does, his tale ofromantic woe, involving the 
loss of his hand and sweetheart because of 
his brother, literally sweeps her off her feet 
and into the younger brother’sbed. 

Naturally complications abound, but 
just as naturally all is resolved in a happy 
ending that one can anticipate but still 
enjoy. 

Just as she had in ‘‘Suspect,’’ Cher turns 
in a credible job of acting in the role of a 
reasonably independent woman, this time 
with an ethnic accent. The rest of the cast is 
uniformly top drawer, but Vincent 
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singled out as the parents of the bride who 
share their own subplot of straying husband 
and faithful wife. 

Director Norman Jewison concentrates 
more on the comedy of character than of 
incident and the result is pleasantly 
amusing, emotionally operatic and 
humanly uplifting, no small virtue in 
today’smovie marketplace. 

Though there are several restrained 
scenes implying sex, the moral context is 
implicit throughout.
